That was ono of the aolntions for 
the future agnicuRural welfare of the 
country offered by Profet@or John 
Bracken, newiy appointed principal 
of the Manitoba Agricuttural college, 
to the members.of the commiesion on 
conservation in conference on soil 
festittty amd eoil f¥te here Thursday. 

“There are years in western Can- 
ada,” said Professor Bracken, “when, 
in mpite of anything men can do, 
crgps will fail. We must overcome 
thie problem bby aaving from the “fut” 
years to meet the needs of the “lean” 
years. We met mve food, seed, 
straw and money. 

“That hus been the method of suc- 
ceedful. agricultural nations evor 
simee the world hegan. We will do 
well to heed the leason.” 

Profesor (Bracken told the 100 
memers of the commiasion that the 
state's Culure cannot be left to the 
individual—cspucially the states agri- 
cumMural future, 

“It is the business of the state to 
conserve the @tate’s future—not the 
busines of the individual. if Canada 
through this commiasion, takes the 
initiative the individual will follow.” 

In his address on “cropping aystems 
for drought areas,” Professor Pauck- 
en pointed out the best methods of 
offectting the detrimental effects of 
water shortage, 

“The wealth of dry country,” he 
asserted, “is not determined by the 


‘amoum of land there or the amount 


of weter-fall, but by the amount of 
water gored. We should plan to 
make use, through irrigation, of water 
now being lost in our eatreame, Wat- 
er is the ‘measure of our wealth;

FRIGHT CAR EXPLODES 
BOILER; WATCEMAN DEAD. 


Montreal, July 15—Arthur Auger, 
night watchman of the L. O. Grothe 
cigar box factory, was instantly 
killed early Thursday, when a freight 
car, backing on a siding at the rear of 
the boiler rnom, crashed through the 
wall, causing a boiler to explode.

Landon Times: 

Athough announcements have been 
repeatedly made, the public do not 
yet seem fully to realize that a fut- 
ther rise in railway passenger and 
goods rates is ineviteble, quite apart 
from the consequences of the addi- 
tional increase in railway men's wages 
juet coveeded by the National Wages 
Board. Mr. Chamberlain's budget fig- 
ures quite correctly conveyed the in- 
ference that the 50 per cent. increase 
in goods rates in January last would 
place the railways on a sound finan- 
cial footing, and would render any 
further subsidy unnecessary. Several 
things have since happened which 
upect this agreeable assumption. An 
award amounting to £2,500,000 an- 
nually has been made to the railway 
shopmen. The wages of other rail- 
Waymen have been again increased 
under the stiding ecale based upon the 
index figure of the cost of living, a 
figure of which the accuracy is now 
being questioned. Tho sliding scale 
{increase means another £3,500,000 a 
year. I ts further calculated that 
the increased cost of coal due to the 
recem advance in miners’ wages, and 
the increased cost of other materials, 
wil] involve the railwaye in' a further 
annual expenditure of £15,600,000, 
making in all a new 
£21,600,000. The average presem re- 
turn on capital invested in raikways is 
a little over three-an-a-half per cent. 
and the government guarantee of net 
recehts has not yet expired. There is 
no money available for the expendi- 
ture we have just set forth.
